Or, 
in other words, even if 95 per cent of our 
circulating medium is ‘‘bank ercdit,”’ why 
is it not perfectly good, providing the 
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basic security is behind it? And if it is 
good, and the bank loan committee should 
possibly be as honest and as unprejudiced 
as a crowd of government officials in sim- 
ilar positions, then what is all the howl 
about?

They are receiving men there daily 
from the battlefields of France, whose
